IT  seems  best  to  dispose  of  my  collection  of  eiiiimcls,  because  most 
of  the  time  recently  I  liav(>  been  in  Miir()i)('  and  am  unable  to 
take  pi'oper  care  of  them. 

Enamel  has  been  defined  as  a  vitreous  glaze  or  combination  of 
vitreous  glazes  fused  to  a  metal  surface.  There  are  three  types  of 
enamel:  the  i)ainted,  or  French  Limog(\s,  the  Champleve  and  the 
Cloisonne.  Painted  enamel  as  exemplilied  by  the  French  Limoges 
and  the  Chinese  Peking  enamel  is  a  continuous  vari-colored  glaze 
over  a  metal  surface.  In  the  Champleve  enamel,  the  glaze  is  set 
into  hollow  spaces  worked  in  the  metal  base.  This  is  supposed  to 
be  the  original  type  of  enamel  work.  In  the  case  of  the  Cloisonne 
enamel,  the  design  is  outlined  and  the  colors  separated  by  a  net- 
work of  fine  wire.  This  wire,  usually  of  copper,  is  first  bent  to 
conform  to  the  design,  then  soldered  to  the  metal.  Powdered  glass 
mixed  with  coloring  matter  and  moistened  to  form  a  paste  is  then 
placed  in  the  niches  between  the  wires  and  fused  in  place  by  a  mild 
heat.  A  number  of  thin  applications  of  glass  is  usually  made  to 
avoid  pitting  from  the  formation  of  bubbles.  The  surface  is  then 
ground  smooth  with  pumice  stone,  polished  with  charcoal,  and 
finally  the  exposed  edges  of  the  wire  and  other  exposed  metal 
are  gilded. 

The  art  of  glazing  is  very  ancient.  Glazed  bricks  have  been 
found  among  the  relics  and  tombs  of  the  Egyptians.  Enamelling 
and  cloisonne,  however,  was  developed  as  a  real  art  in  the  Byzantine 
Empire  from  the  seventh  or  eighth  century  A.D.  until  the  capture 
of  Constantinople  by  the  Turks  in  1453.  From  Byzantium  the  art 
spread  over  Europe  and  Asia.  It  seems  to  have  been  introduced 
into  China  at  the  time  of  the  conquests  by  the  Mongols  under  the 
Great  Khans  in  the  thirteenth  century.  However,  there  are  few, 
if  any,  Chinese  enamels  now  in  existence  that  were  made  prior  to 
the  year  1400. 

In  beauty  of  design  and  richness  of  color,  the  old  Chinese 
enamels  are  by  far  the  finest  that  have  been  made. 

The  collector  or  student  of  enamel,  if  he  has  an  eye  for  color, 
can  easily  learn  to  distinguish  reproductions  from  the  genuine  old 
pieces,  and  the  approximate  date  of  any  good  piece.  The  colors 
in  every  reign  vary  to  some  extent  from  those  of  the  preceding  and 
following  reigns.  The  effect  of  time  in  mellowing  the  colors  is  also 
a  very  sure  guide  in  determining  antiquity. 


The  early  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  century  pieces  have  much 
stronger  and  more  vivid  colors  than  the  later  ones,  in  fact,  as  a 
general  rule,  the  early  pieces  are  more  vivid  and  strong  in  their 
coloring  and  outline.  Colors  gradually  become  less  brilliant  and 
the  pieces  more  ornate  as  they  become  more  modern  in  manu- 
facture. Usually  among  early  pieces,  the  larger  ones  are  rather 
crude  in  workmanship,  but  a  few  of  the  fifteenth  century  pieces  of 
small  size  are  of  fine  workmanship  and  are  of  finer  quality  than 
anything  made  since. 

The  same  pigments  were  used  in  the  coloring  matter  of  the 
cloisonne  as  were  used  in  the  porcelains.  A  collector  of  porcelains 
will  find,  exemplified  in  the  enamels,  many  of  the  colors  which  are 
so  highly  prized  on  the  porcelains. 

The  two  large  gourds,  Number  153,  are  fine  examples  of  the 
sang-de-boeuf  red  of  the  K'ang  Hsi  reign,  1661-1722. 

The  two  pink  vases.  Number  155,  are  examples  of  the  coral-pink 
made  from  oxide  of  gold,  which  the  Chinese  only  learned  to  make 
in  the  eighteenth  century.
